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INTRODUCTION 

The first story in this volume is a rare modern example of a story based on a cover. I 
commissioned the cover to “Night of aThousand Vamps” from artist Jeff Matsuda, telling 
him to just have fun, and do whatever he felt like. This cover was done in case we 
needed it for solicitation purposes should the regular artist fall behind schedule.This was 
our safety net.The cover sat for a while, until I felt there was no need to keep something 
in the inventory drawer. I sent the cover to writers Jim Pascoe andTom Fassbender and 
asked them to write a story. They even wrote in the bit with the one vamp staking 
himself (see page 7). 

Next to come was the three-issue series “Ugly Little Monsters.”The number three 
runs strong in the story—in the color schemes, the number of panels on a page, the 
number of characters in a scene ... every way we could think to play it up—even the 
number of words in the title. 

Christopher Golden and Tom Sniegoski worked on scripting the Buffy game Chaos 
Bleeds, and came to me, on behalf of the game producers, to do a comic. It was also 
Chris who came to me, with Amber Benson, suggesting the two write some Willow 
and Tara comics together. 

The work that Tom and Jim Pascoe had been doing on the monthly produced some 
of my favorite Buffy comics.When Buffy died on the show we wanted to tell a significant 
story set while she lay dead, and deal with her friends’ decision to bring her back. I’d 
been talking to Fabian Nicieza about doing some Buffy work, and we decided to flesh 
out the “Death of Buffy” storyline by having Fabian write a spinoff, “Lost and Found.” 
The original Death of Buffy trade paperback collected “Lost and Found” andTom and 
Jim’s “Death of Buffy” together, going so far as to mix the pages up to make one story. 
Here, we decided to separate them again, and to drop in other stories that didn’t 
feature Buffy, to expand that time period when she was gone. 

“Reunion” was another unique opportunity. When Buffy came back from the dead 
on the show, she ran off to meet up with Angel. In Angel, he ran off to meet Buffy. 
Neither show revealed anything about their meeting. Show writer Jane Espenson 
joined a who’s who of Buffy artists and dug into that untold story. 

As we blazed through Season Six,Tom,Jim, Paul Lee, and Brian Horton had teamed 
up for an illustrated Buffy novel, Creatures of Habit. One villain was left alive at the end 
of Creatures of Habit; and as Tom and Jim prepared to depart from the monthly comic, 
they tied up that loose end with Paul in “Withdrawal,” their final Buffy story. 

Scott Lobdell replaced the departing team, and pitched me a story that I liked, and 
once the idea was approved by our contact at Fox a first script was written called “Note 
from the Underground.” But then Lobdell heard something through the grapevine—ap¬ 
parently Joss’s plans for Season Seven were very similar to “Note from the Under¬ 
ground.” I got a hold of Joss, gave him a quick rundown of the story, and he said,‘Teah, 
you probably shouldn’t do that.” Joss didn’t necessarily see licensed material back 
then—as opposed to Season Eight where every step goes through his hands. 

We had to come up with another story. So the story in this book is “Note from the 
Underground” Take Two, and the mad scramble to complete the story led to the deci¬ 
sion to follow it up by jumping out of continuity and throwing the series back to just 
before Buffy moved to Sunnydale, which is why there’s no Season Seven stories in this 
final volume of the Omnibus series.The scramble also led Lobdell to bring Fabian in 
to help him make up for lost time.The “Year One” stories they went on to do with 
Cliff, and which Fabian and Cliff finished after Lobdell left the book, are collected in 
Omnibus Volume One—making this series a nice neat loop, a figure eight preceding 
joss’s own Season Eight. I hope you had more fun reading them than I did trying to pull 
that metaphor together.
